Undoubtedly, you have all read the first issue and will 
recall my article in which I said that our magazine will be cir- 
culated among employees without cost to the reader after the 
first issuee Ané@ although I did not intend to change this plan, 
some of our members have made suggestions which I am certain will 
meet with your approval. 


Broadly, the present plan in distrituting the Animated 
News based on the suggestions made ty members of our organization 
is as follows: 


The Animated News will continue to be sold each month to 
our members at ten cents per copy ard the full amount of mohey 
collected by these sales will be held without any deductions 
whatsoever for the tenefit of members of our organization who may 
require assistance through illness or other unforseen circumstan- 
ces. 


In addition to the money derived from the sale of the Ani- 
mated News, the company will donate towards this fund an additional 
$15.00 each month to te used for the same purpose. 


The following routine will acquaint you with the manner in 
which the money will be dispersed in urger.t and deserving cases» 


Should a member of our organization become ill or in any 
other manner require urgent assistance, the member must bring the 
circumstance to the attentior of the head of his department and 
must furnish the department head sufficiert detail in connection 
with the caso in order that the case may be presented properly to 
the Studio Relief Committee. 


The Studio Relief Committee consists of heads of all depart- 
ments in the organization, 


At regular weckly mcetirgs or sooner in cases of emergency, 
this Committee will hear the case in question presented by your de- 
partment manager and the Committee will have full power to decide 
to what extent the employee in question will receive aid and whether 
or not the employee will be required to reimburse the Relief Fund. 


The Relief Commit , gach ease will use its best judge- 
ment in determining what shall be done ard will, of course, gauge 
their decision by the amount of money at that time available in 
the Fund. 


In arriving at their decisions the Relief Committee will 
in each case take in consiceration the length of time the employee 
under consideration has served in the organization. 


They will also consider the character, reputation, and 
other qualities of the member > 


Following the decision of the Relief Committee in which 
financial relief is recommended, a check will be drawn in the am- 
ount designated by them to the order of tho person in question. 


When a case is to be presented to the Relief Committee, the 
Committeo will be notified of such moeting and although there are 
fourteen department heads in our organization, it will be only 
recessary for six or more of such department heads to take relief 
cases under consideration. 


These six or more will vote as to the manner in which re- 
lief shall be effected and a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present will be deemed sufficient to carry. 


Our Animated News will print each month the record showing 
how much money is available in the Studio Relief Fund and will also 
inform you as to how much of such money was used for relief. 


So mich for the Studio Relief Fond. 


And now I am glad to inform you that the sale of the first 
issue of the Animated News amounted to the sum of $15.00 to which 
the company added another $15.00 and that the entire sum of $30.00 
was sent to Dan Glass, who was with our organizetion for over two 
years and who unfortunately became too ill to remain with use 


In the case of Dan Glass, who proved himself to be a very 
desirable member of our organization as woll as an excellent worker, 
the company paid his railroad fare and expenses to his home in 
Harrison, Arkansas» 


Im addition to this, members of our organization further 
showed their friendly spirit to Dan Gless by taking up a collec- 
tion on their own account for his assistance.
